MINISTERIAL RELIEF. 


An Appeal 


by the Kev. Mr. 
Westminster. 


Pauli aft 


Last Sunday morning the annual col¬ 
lection for the Board of Ministerial 
Relief was taken in Westminster Church, 
and apropos of the collection the Rev. 
Mr. Pauli preached a sermon from the 
text, “Inasmuch as ye havo done it unto 
one of the least of these my brethren, 
ye have done it unto me.” In the course 
of his sermon he related two instances 
of heroic self-sacrifice that should be 
read of all men, and particularly Presby¬ 
terian church-members. 

One was of a man who was admitted 
to the bar about fifty years ago. He 
was a wonderfully talented man, busi¬ 
ness Sowed to him from the start, and 
he was on the fast road to fortune when 
he felt a call to preach the Gospel. A 
party of emigrants was starting for the 
far West, and he and bis wife joined 
them. They built them a log cabin on 
the frontier, and there he lived and 
preached for forty years, never receiving 
more than $400 a year for his services. 
His health gave out, and he was com¬ 
pelled to give up work, ami live on what 
the Board of Ministerial Relief could 
give him. 

The other was of an equally talented 
man whose health gave out after a long 
term in the ministry. He and his wife 
moved into a small cottage near Yonkers, 
where the wife conducted a school In 
one room, while her busbMnd lay in an 
adjoining room on his sick-lied. After 
a while he became so feeble tbat the 
wife was compelled to give up her 
school and devote all her time to nurs- 
iDg him. So they lived in the direst 
poverty until they were discovered and 
willing bauds m'iuistered to their wants. 
When asked why he had not applied to the 
Board for help, the man said it was be¬ 
cause he thought there were those who 
needed it more than he did. t 

These were not isolated cases, said 
Mr. Pauli; many such instances came 
to the knowledge of the Board every 
year. The amount raised last year for 
this purpose was $155,000, aud the 
largest amount paid to any one man was 
$300. The average age of those helped 
was seventy-nine years, ami the average 
term of their ministry forty-nine years. 

Governments liberally pension their 
servants after they reach a certain age 
or become disabled, and it certainly 
seems as though the Church should be 
enabled to do the same with her 
ministers, who have spent a lifetime in 
doing good to others.

Want to Consolidate. 

Ever since the congregation of Betbel 
Presbyterian Church completed - their 
new stone church at the corner of D 
Street and Midland Avenue in Bast 
Orange,they have been in a quandary as to 
what to do with the old church edifice, 
a frame building on Dodd Street, about 
one hundred yards west of the new 
edifice. The property was obtained from 
the estate of Reuben Dodd on con¬ 
ditions, und a clause iu the deed pro¬ 
vides that it shall be used for church 
purposes ouly. A number of gentle 
men have conceived the idea of purchas¬ 
ing the property and converting the 
building into a Free Public Libr*ry 
An effort will be made to secure the 
consent of all the heirs of the Dodd 
estate to the change in tho use of the 
property. To carry out the project a 
proposition has been made to the Wat- 
sessing Free Public Library Association, 
which is located in this township, near 
the East Orange line. The Watsessing 
Association has been established about 
eight years, and has about 1,000 books 
In addition to a large quantity of pam¬ 
phlet literature, and owns some property 
and has money invested. It is proposed 
to consolidate the two associations. 
Several East Orange residents have 
promised substantial financial aid to the 
project. The directors of the Watses¬ 
sing Free Public Library Association 
met last night to discuss the proposi¬ 
tion. The consolidation would doubt¬ 
less be of a«I vantage to both, but the 
main obstacle in the way is the location 
of the respective associations in different 
townships.
